Plans for hospital growth 
date back to 1976. Since 
then a Community Advisory 
Board and a special planning 
committee along with other 
work groups have been map- 
ping plans for the construc- 
tion move. Completion of 
the project is anticipated in 
early 1980. 

Campaign Officials point 
out that an investment in 
Mercy Hospital represents 
an investment in the future - 
guaranteed to provide a 
positive return. The hospital, 
has nledaed to nrovide the 
besi pussibie featiir care 
faciities, equipmentand sei- 
vices that can possibly be 
purchased with the money 
available for the building 
program. Cash gifts or pled- 
ges spanning a 3-year period 
will be sought. Further de- 
tails on the exact content 
and timetable for the fund 
raising drive itself will be 
announced as soon as com- 
mittee appointments are 
completed. 

A new Arc-shaped hospi- 
tal addition, to be located in 
front of the existing facility, 
will be the first step in the 
expansion move, to be fol- 
lowed thereafter by extensive 
remodeling to the interior of 
the present building. A dra- 
matic architectural change 
will result as evidenced in 
the accompanying sketch. 
Foremost though, is the 
hospital’s commitment and 
objective to vastly expand 
and improve its services to 
the public. 

Employment at the hospi- 
tal, which currently ranks a5 
one of the largest employers 
in Crawford County, is ex- 
pected to increase upon 
completion of the program. 
According to hospital of- 
ficials, new staff employees 
will be required in the fields 
of nursing, housekeeping, 
and in maintenance. Mercy 
Hospital is owned by the 
Sisters of Mercy Health 
Corporation, & voluntary, 
non-profit Michigan Corpor- 
ation. 

The Campaign Drive to 
raise the needed $500,000 is 
on the verge of being launch- 
ed - and hospital officials 
and campaign workers urge 
you tc give generously, ac- 
cording to your means, 
“Because You Care.”

Wild River to AuSable Council 


by Willard Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

Carl Gebhardt. U.S. Forest 
Service from Cadillac met 
with the AuSable River Wa- 
tershed Study Council Tues- 
day, July 18 to explain the 
Wild and Scenic River des- 
ignation. 

He said that Congress had 
inciuded the AuSanie River 
along with the Manistee as 
study rivers in 1975. It be- 
came the job of the U.S. 
Forest Service to take the 
leadership in making the 
study. 

The study is complete and 
recommendations are made, 
but Mr. Gebhardt stressed 
that public input can change 
ihe recommendations. He, 
therefore encourages people 
to attend the public hearings 
which will be held in Sep- 
tember or October... 

The recommendations is 
to include segments of the 
AuSable River in the Na- 
tional Wild and Scenic Rivers 
System under the folowing 
classifications. 

From Interstate 75 to Mio 
Pond is recommended to be 
classified as recreational. 

Three sections recommen- 
ded to be classified as 
scenic are: Mio Pond, Fed- 
eral Power Comm. Boundary 
to Alcona Pond, the South 
Branch from Chase Bridge to 
Mainstream and the North 
Branch from Lovell Bridge to 
Mainstream. 

Some questions have been 
asked about who will enforce 
the program if it is put under 
the act. It states in the 
conceptual river plan that 
local governments wil be 
encouraged to enact and 
administer zoning regula- 
tions which will protect sce- 
nic and vile: tesuurce values 
of the river zone. 

The plan compares favor- 
ably with the Crawford Coun- 
ty zoning ordinance now in 
effect. There would be some 
additional restrictions, how- 
ever. 

Where the property owner 


feels the restrictions are too 
great may sell scenic ease- 
ment rights. The federal gov- 
ernment will pay the land 
owner a sum of money not to 
develop a certain piece of 
land. 

The federal government 
will not be able to purchase 
any land on the AuSable. 
The act specifically says that 
“if 50 percent or more of the 
entire acreage within a fed- 
erally administered wild, 


_ scenic or recreational river is 


owned by the United States, 
by the state or states within 
which it lies, or by political 
subdivisions of those states, 
neither secretary shall ac- 
quire fee title to any lands by 
condemnation under author- 
ity of this act.” 

Carl explained that 21 per- 
cent of the land is in public 
ownership now and when the 
Consumers Power Gompany 
gets through selling their 
land to the state and federal 
government cannot acquire 
fee title to any other lands. 
But. they can acquire scenic 
easements and may use con- 
demnation procedures to do 
so. 

Scenic easements would 
not give the public the right 
{o enter upon the property 
for any purpose. nor affect 
any reguiar use exercised 
prior io the acquisition of the 
easement without the own- 
ers consent. IH would not 
affect the right of a land- 
owner to sell their land or the 
right of their heirs to inherit 
the land. it would not affect 
the right to the landowner to 
perform maintenance on all 
existing Toads, Siruciures, 
and buildings. and the right 
to replace or rebuild any 
road, buildings, or structure 
how existing with simiiar 
roads, buildings, or struc 
{ures in substantially the 
same locations.

During the summer when 
the House and Senate have 
recessed and most legisla- 
tors are on the campaign 
trail, much of the work we've 
accompiished is completed 
by a stroke of the Governor’s 
pen. 

Here is an update on new 
laws enacted recently in our 
state: 

The Major Dortion of the 
package of bills designed to 
cope with the growing prob- 
lem of domestic violence 
was signed into law. The 
bills, sponsored by my Re- 
pubican Repre- 
sentative Connie Binsfeld of 
Maple City, have thrust Mi- 
chigan into the forefront of 
the nation by providing cli- 
nical, non-criminal alterna- 
tives to dealing with assauli 
by a Spouse. 

The new laws authorize 
the court to order counseling 
for the abusive spouse, 
which, if completed, will 
eliminate any criminal pen- 
alties. The court may also 
place a spouse convicted of 
assault on probation if it is 
the first conviction for an 


‘assaultive crime. 


The terms of these faws 
give the courts flexibility in 
dealing with a complex prob- 
lem and provide ways in 
which a family can. stay 
together through corrective 
measures, rather than simply 
separating the spouses, ma- 
ny of whom do not want io 
be separated. 

Other bills in the package 
expand the arrest authority 
of law enforcement officers, 
require local police chiefs 
and sheriffs to report infor- 
mation related ta domestic 
violence to the State Police, 
and permit spouses to obtain 
injunctions. 

Michigan's nowlaws have 
been hailed as the toughest 
and most thorough domestic 
violence statutes in the na- 
tion, and are sure to become 
a model for other states.

In recent recreation based 
economy tike we have in 
Crawford and Roscommon 
Counties tourists are impor- 
tant to our economic well 
being. Even so some people 
don’t realize their impor- 
tance. 

Although certain business- 
es receive the bulk of the 
tourist dollar - motels, ho- 
tels, resorts, restaurants, 
gift shops, retail stores, 
tourist attractions, gasoline 
stations and transportation 
companies - secondary busi- 
nesses also benefit. 

This latter group includes 
construction firms, laund- 
ries, food and other tynes of 
wholesalers and suppliers, 
public utilities, entertain- 
ment places and local ser- 


vices - barbers, hairdressers, 
printers, photographers, ev- 
en doctors and dentists. 
Thus, everyone in the com- 
munity eventually benefits 
financially, either directly or 
indirectly. 

Ail levels of government 
benefit from tourist tax dol- 
lars. Examples of taxes he 
may pay are sales, use, 
gasoline, cigarettes, liquor, 
and entertainment. The tour- 
ist as a consumer helps pay 
real estate, business. and 
income taxes since these are 
paid by the business firms 
from customer revenues. 

According to recent esti- 
mates, two travelers in Mich- 
igan spend about $40 to $50 
per day on lodging, meals, 
recreation, sightseeing, and 
shopping. By attracting 100 
additional visitors per day 


for a year, an established 
tourist area would gain about 
100 new, part or full-time 
jobs, $800,000 in personal 
income, $160,000 in bank 
deposits, and tax money to 
pay for the education of 42 
children for one year. 

Tourism is the science and 
business of attracting. visi- 
tors, accommodating and 
serving them. Like any busi- 
ness or industry. it needs the 
moral and financial support 
of the entire community. 

Individual tourist oriented 
businesses do make much 
effort to attracting visitors. A 
chamber of commerce does 
a great deal in attracting 
visitors to a community.

Michigan’s campaign financing law. 
Under the law, gubernatorial candidates 
are entitled to 2-to-1 matching funds 
from the state treasury after they receive 
$50,000 in individual contributions of 
$100 or less. 

At last tally, Democrats had received 
$810,000, for their campaigns: Sen. 
William Fitzgerald received $291,103 in 
public funds, Witliam Ralls got $246,037 
Sen. Patrick McCollough received 
$171,559, and Zolton Ferency dipped in 
for $102,130. 

On the Republican side, even though 
he’s unopposed in the primary, Gov. 
Milliken was entitled to $165,000 i in tax 
money for his campaign. 

Altogether that's $975,000 which in 
my view, is poor use of taxpayers 
dollars. Oh, well; if it didn't go for 
politics, it would probably have meant 
only another near-million for the “rainy 
day fund”. 

ALMANACK UPDATE—A recent col- 
umn told of some penny-pinching by 
state agencies in an aitempt to hoid 
down costs. 

For example, state employees were 
urged to use the self-serve lanes at gas 
stations when they were caught out on 
the road in state cars and had to buy 
gas. Savings were figured at $100, 000 a 

“Central Michigan University claimed 
it cut utility costs by some $109,000 by 
installing adjustable shower heads 
around the campus. 

{f Michigan’s version of tax limitation 
wins this fall, maybe these and similar 
efforts will be pushed harder. And if 
that happens, maybe Zolton Ferency, 
the perennial campaigner, should be 
elected governor.

“We told Zolton he’d have to buy a 
new suit," according to Vicky Hugley, a 
campaign staffer. "The one he wears 
has been through five other campaigns 
and is starting to look a bit tacky.” 

Maybe that's the kind of penny-pinch- 
ing governor the times require. 

Or, maybe Mr. Ferency could buy a 
new suit out of that $100,006 the 
taxpayers are donating to his primary
